The Acting Registrar-General—There is onc 
point I shauld like to call attention to, and that 
is with segard to a mistake made by one of the 
local ‘papers with regard to the examination of 
“women now as cornpared with the ‘exomination 
‘before the repeal of the Contagious Diseases 
Acts.

to be pretty largely entertained—that there has 
been a great.spread of disease, is @ correct one, 
' the spread would not appear. to bedue in any 
large measure to the effcct of women absenting. 
themselves from examination. . , 

Mr. Ryrie—I think: there must be a greater 
number of women who are prostitutes than you 
haye mentioned. There must be thousands of 
them.

THE LOSS OF THE.“ VANGTSZE." 

The Vangtsre left Hongkong at 5 a.10,, 0D 
Wednesday morning, June 11th, with a fullcargo 
including 1,800 bales Bombay yarn, 113 chests 
opium and 23 boxesof treasure, the latter valued 
at $100,000, There were on board 78 people all 
told. On Filday morning at 2 o'clock, thick fogey’ 
weather set in and at pt 5 p.m, the surf was seen: 
beating on land which proved'to be Hieshan Js- 
Jand, The engines were immediately put full 
speed astern,’ but although the speed of the 
vessel was considerably reduced, she ran right 
up on the island, which rises some 400 feet in 
this’ locality. . Captain Tdnningsen at once 
made preprrations for saving life, and a adder 
was put over the bow, by means of which 
the passengers, compradore’s staff, and some 
of the crew were landed, The boats were got 
out, but not lowered into the water, for they 
could not have reached the shore owing to 
the surf, During thé night, the boats were 
washed away, with éverything on deck.
